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Circuit Judge Don A. Ward 
has issued an order temporar- 
ily restraining former employ- 
ees of the Coca Cola Mottling 
Plant in Hazard from trespass- 
ing on or blocking people from 
the company premises on East 
Main Street. 

Employees struck the firm a 
month ago in an effort to or- 
ganize themselves into a union 
local. They have been picket- 
ing the plant six days a week 
ever since. 

Judge Ward's order also en- 
joined the pickets from using 
threats, coercion or intimida- 
tion' to keep people from go- 
ing to and from the plant. 

Picket spokesmen today said 
they thought the restraining 
order was unfair, because they 
said, they had been picketing 
peacefully all along. 

They said they requested 
plant visitors to not go in but 
that they by no means threat- 
ened or tried to intimidate any- 
one. 

Low wages for long hours is 
one of th<v striking workers’ 
main complaints. 

Nine workers are on strike 
They say they intend to contin- 
ue picketing "no matter how 
long it takes" to form their 
union. 

One of their organizing met- 
hods has been to circulate a 
list ot names of local businesses 
who patronize the non-union 
Coca Cola plant.

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Perkins Urges Speed 
On Carr Fork Reservoir 

^ A strong appeal was made today by Congressman 
Carl 1). Perkins (D. Ky.), for funds to hasten the con- 
struction of flood control and water resource projects 
for Eastern Kentucky. Perkins, in appearing before 
the House Public Works Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee, asked approval of a total of $17 05 million for the 
construction of Grayson Reservoir, and Carrs Fork 
Reservoir. 



The 7th Kentucky District ol 
which Ro,>. Carl D. Perkins 
is (he only Congressional Dis- 
trict in which four major re- 
servoir projects are now under- 
way. In addition. $3,683,000 
was requested by Perkins to 
continue construction of the 
North Fork of Pound and the 
John Flannagan Reservoirs in 
t' 4 A upper reaches of the Big 
Sandy, and $105,000 for advan- 
ced engineering on Red River 
<basin where $25,500 was also 
requested to enable the Corps 
»•* Engineers to develop addi- 
tional flood protection meas- 
ures for the Upper Kentucky 
River basin. 

Perkins emphasized that the 
Federal Government was more 
than justified in expanding 
flood control construction ac- 
tivities in Eastern Kentucky be- 
cause of the constant threat ot 
flood. ‘Tremendous assistance 
can be given to efforts to re- 
develop the Appalachian area 
if adequate flood control is pro- 
vided. The protection of poten- 
tial business and industrial 
sites from flood threat will ma- 
terially assist in attracting in- 
vestment capital in Eastern 
Kentucky. This means many 
more jobs for our unemploy- 
ed", declared Perkins. 

In addition to financing the 
construction of already author- 
ized flood control projects, Per- 
kins said there was a great 
need for Congress to authorize 
the Big Sandy River Reservoirs 
apityved recently by the U. S. 
Army Board of Engineers for 
RWfcrs and Harbors. 

Terki is expressed the hope 
that the early authorization of 
these projects would enable ad- 
vanced engineering funds to be 
provided in a supplemental ap- 
propriation bill. 

In connection with the Upper 
Kentucky River, Perkins said 
present flood control authoriza- 
tions developed by the U. S. 
Army Engineers were inade- 
quate to eliminate flood con- 
trol threats and that new reser- 
voirs should be authorized in 
the upper reaches and con- 
structed at the earliest possible 
date. 



"Intensified efforts to deve- 
lop new reservoir projects have 
now been made possible by 
Section 206 of the Appalachian 
Regional Development Act ol 
1065 and the full $5 million 
authorized for this purpose 
should be appropriated", said 
Perkins "For example", said 
Perkins, "Flood control reser- 
voirs and projects are urgently 
needed in the Pond Creek and 
Tug Fork areas of the Big 
Sandy basin, and additional 
Kentucky River Reservoirs 
such as Bonneville and Walkers 
Creek must be started". 

The section of the Appalach- 
ian Act referred to by Perkins 
authorizes the Secretary ol the 
Army to prepare a comprehen- 
sive plan for the development 
and efficient use of water and 
related resources of Eastern 
Kentucky's Appalachia and in 
so doing, to give special atten- 
tion to the need for new jo >• 
creating enterprises within the 
legion This new approach will 
overcome obstacles which have 
denied Eastern Kentucky a 
maximum water use and flood 
control development program. 

Perkins also called for the 
appropriation of lunds to en- 
able the U. S. Army Corps ol 
Engineers to extend its dredg- 
ing and stream clearance pro- 
gram in the Eastern Kentucky 
area. "Much effective work has 
been accomplished in eliminat- 
ing the flood threat on smaller 
streams that have been clogged 
with silt and debris, but much 
more needs to be done Funds 
must be provided for tins pur- 
pose", said Perkins. 

Following a series of meet- 
ings which Perkins had with 
the U. S Army Corps of Engi- 
neers and the Bureau ol the 
Budget last fall, the President 
has recommended in his budget 
$3.0 million to continue con- 
struction of the Cave Run Re- 
servoir. $2.2 million for the 
continuation of construction on 
the Carrs Fork Reservoir. $5.5 
million for the continuation ol 
construction on the Fishlrap 
Reservoir, and $6 95 million 
for the continuation of the con- 
struction on Grayson Reservoir.
